PERIODIC  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 


Oils  Authority  arranges  for  the  medical  inspection  of  every  school  child  as 
soon  as  practicable  after  admission  to  school  and  of  every  pupil  during  the  last 
year  of  attendance  at  school.  Advantage  of  this  latter  examination  is  taken  to 
complete  School  Leaving  Medical  Reports  for  the  guidance  of  the  Youth  Employment 
Service. 

For  the  present,  the  practice  of  conducting  an  intermediate  medical  examination 
of  pupils  during  the  y?*r  in  which  they  have  their  10th  birthday  continues. 

8,300  periodic  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  during  the  calendar  year. 

In  addition,  1912  special  medical  inspections  and  1160  re-examinations  were 
carried  out  by  the  medical  staff. 


NOTE: 

(1)  Special  Inspections  are  examinations  of  pupils  not  falling  into  a prescribed 
age  group,  requested  either  by  a head  teacher  or  parent,  and  carried  out  at 
either  school  or  clinic.  12iey  also  include  "periodic  age  group"  cases  referred 
by  School  Medical  Officers  for  more  detailed  examinations  than  are  possible  at 
school. 

(2)  Re- inspect ions  may  be  carried  out  at  schools  or  clinics  and  consist  of  all 
examinations  subsequent  to  the  initial  special  examination.

I took  up  my  new  appointment  on  l6th  February,  1970. 

GENERAL 

Staff  - There  has  been  an  improvement  as  from  5-2  to  5-8  in  the  whole  time 
equivalent  during  the  year.  At  one  time  it  moved  to  6.  but  suffered  a 
reduction  after  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  M.  Wooton. 

During  the  year  we  have  gained  the  services  of  an  Area  Dental  Officer  in  the 
St.  Thomas  area  (Mr.  George  Bailey)  but  lost  the  services  of  Miss  S.  Hapgood 
and  Mrs.  M.  Wooton  (part  time  officers).  The  latter  have  been  replaced  by 
Mrs.  J.  Jory  and  Mr.  Roger  Pratley,  although  at  a reduction  of  four  sessions. 

On  December  21st,,  we  lost  the  services  of  Miss  Janet  Qhomas  (Dental  Auxiliary) 
because  of  the  illness  of  her  father.  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  her  work 
and  loyalty  as  a professional  colleague.  She  will  be  missed  by  all  her  young 
patients.

I would  like  to  thank  all  for  their  services  but  particular  mention  must  be 
made  of  the  work  of  Miss  M.  Parker,  Senior  Dental  Nurse;  over  many  years  and 
Mrs.  S.  Lawday  who  took  over  as  Senior  Dental  Nurse  upon  Miss  Parker’s  departure.

DENTAL  HEALTH  EDUCATION 


During  the  year  we  welcomed  Pierre  the  Clown  to  the  City  Schools  (June  1-8 
and  8-12)  He  was  in  Swansea  for  a fortnight  during  which  time  he  addressed 
over  eighteen  thousand  pupils.  Apple  Club  Badges  were  distributed  to  all  who 
attended,  together  with. a Pierre  the  Clown  stencil.  Mrs.  G.  Thomas  (Dental  Health 
Education  Officer)  and  fiiss  J.  Thomas  (Dental  Auxiliary)  accompanied  Pierre  on 
his  visits.  There  is  no  doubt  that  his  visit  was  successful  - many  letters  were 
received  from  the  children  to  the  effect. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  HEALTH  PACKS  (NOVEMBER  l6  - 20  and  25rd  - 27th) 

Dental  Health  Packs  were  distributed  to  nursery  and  first  year  entry  to  junior 
schools  and  also  to  special  units.  This  was  carried  out  by  the  Dental  Health 
Education  Officer  (Mrs.  G.  Thomas)  and  Miss  J.  Thomas.  2,382  packs  were 
distributed  and  talks  were  given  on  dentar  health  at  each  school  as  an  intro- 
duction to  the  presentation  of  the  pack.  It  is  felt  that  the  fortnight  was 
successful  for  & first  effort  — we  shall  make  changes  in  its  presentation 
daring  this  year,  and  hope  to  obtain  greater  press  publicity.  Many  thanks  must 
go  to  Mrs.  G.  Thomas  and  Miss  J.  Thomas  for  their  great  efforts  in  making  the 
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distribution  most  successful

NEW  DEVELOPMENT 


On  Monday,  4th  May  the  new  Fforestfach  Health  Centre  was  opened  by  His  Worship 
the  Mayor,  Councillor  D.  F.  Bevan,  CoB.E. 

The  Dental  Department,  consists  of  two  adjoining  surgeries  together  with  a 
laboratory,  waiting  room  and  recovery  rooms.  It  is  equipped  as  the  Central 
Clinic  with  air  chairs  and  units.  The  surgeries  are  pleasant  to  work  and  a 
very  valuable  addition  to  the  Central  Clinic. 

Mrs.  A.  Mullins  (Area  Dental  Officer)  has  \>rorked  in  the  Clinic  with  her  Assistant 
Miss  Carol  Collier  and  I am  certain  that  already  the  Department  has  already  made 
an  impact,  on  the  area,  as  far  as  the  "Dental  Image"  is  concerned.  Ultimately, 

I am  hoping  to  have  a Dental  Auxiliary  working  in  the  Dental  Surgery. 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  the  Morriston  Clinic.  This  Clinic  was  re-floored 
and  re-decorated.  New  developments  will,  I understand,  be  taking  place  at 
Morriston  and  Bonymaen  at  a later  date. 

THE  FUTURE 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  will  be  able  to  attract  more  permanent  staff  in  this 
year  of  1971.  Mrs.  A.  Mullins,  Area  Dental  Officer, will  be  leaving  us  in  March 
and  I would  like  to  thank  her  for  all  her  efforts  since  she  joined  the  service.

The  Staff  are  working  well  together  and  I would  like  to  thank  them  for  their 
loyalty  and  support  in  my  efforts.  I have  no  doubt  that  the  service  will  con- 
tinue to  improve  as  more  staff  are  recruited  and  I will  continue  to  strive  to 
this  end.

The  authority  had  been  without  a speech  therapy  service  for  eighteen  months 
before  it  recommenced  August  1970.  The  establishment  now  consists  of  two  full- 
time therapists.  The  first  few  weeks  of  August  and  September  were  taken  up  by 
re-organization  of  the  appointments  system,  - dealing  with  a large  back-log  of 
patients,  and  offering  appointments  to  waiting  list  patients.  It  was  decided 
that  if  a parent  failed  to  keep  two  consecutive  appointments  without  informing 
the  clinic,  no  further  appointments  would  be  offered,  unless  of  course,  a request 
was  received  from  the  family.  This  system  has  proved  satisfactory,  and  the 
waiting  list  is  now  very  short. 


Attendances  are  excellent  and  parents  very  cooperative.  The  majority  of  patients 
are  seen  only  once  per  week  and  parents  advised  as  to  helping  them  at  home. 
Exceptional  cases  such  as  cleft  palate  are  seen  three  or  more  times  a week.  Many 
children  have  been  seen,  then  placed  in  the  observation  list  when  parents  have 
been  able  to  discuss  the  problems  and  advice  has  been  offered. 

School  visits  were  made  to  Maytree,  Morfydd  House,  Penybryn  and  Clwyd.  The  needs 
for  speech  therapy  in  these  establishments  were  obvious.  It  was  planned  to  visit 
these  in  the  New  Year.  However,  weekly  visits  appeared  impossible  with  the 
current  case  load,  temporary  discharges  and  waiting  list.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  be  rectified  in  the  future.  Head  teachers  and  staff  were  extremely  kind  and 
cooperative.  A third  therapist  would  be  an  asset  as  these  children  surely  need 
intensive  therapy. 


Clinical  working  conditions  are  very  satisfactory.  We  are  grateful  to  our 
colleagues  for  their  help  and  cooperation  in  these  first  few  months.

CHILD  GUIDANCE 

I am  indebted  to  Doctor  John  MacDonald,  our  Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist  for 
the  following  report 
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Die  number  of  cases  referred  by  the  school  medical  officers  and  health 
visitors  remained  fairly  consistent  during  the  year  1970.  It  wets  in  fact  72 
compared  with  65  iii  1969.  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  many  cases 
referred  by  other  agencies  have  also  been  the  concern  of  the  School  Medical  j 
Service  at  one  time  or  another.  It  is  an  accident  of  referral  very  often 
whether  the  patient  is  referred  by  a school  medical  officer  or  a general 
practitioner. 

The  previous  pattern  of  co-operation  with  school  medical  officers  has 
continued  during  the  year,  and  apart  from  regular  formal  meetings  we  all 
now  know  each  other  well  enough  to  co-operate  about  patients  at  any  time. 

A difficulty  which  the  school  medical  staff  have  experienced  and  which 
I have  experienced  as  Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist  is  the  shortage  of 
residential  treatment  facilities.  This  has  become  even  more  apparent  during 
the  last  year.  Many  problems  have  arisen  which  indicate  the  treatment  of  the 
children  in  a residential  setting.  Very  often  it  has  proved  impossible  for 
the  Local  Education  Authority  to  find  a suitable  place.  Both  hospital  beds 
for  young  people  and  places  in  residential  schools  for  the  maladjusted  are  in 
short  supply.  This  applies  throughout  the  age  range,  but  for  adolescents  it 
often  applies  acutely.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Hospital  Board  will  very  soon 
respond  to  the  emergency  and  provide  suitable  adolescent  psychiatric  beds. 

A further  inadequacy  of  the  Service  is  the  lack  of  facility  to  provide 
intensive  daily  treatment  for  children.  Die  Education  Authority  provides 
a day  maladjusted  class  where  children  attend  on  a sessional  basis  only.  Many 
children  require  more  intensive  daily  care.  In  the  clinic  case  load  there  is 
always  a group  of  children  who  are  not  attending  school  in  any  regular  kind  of 
way.  They  may  only  be  attending  the  day  maladjusted  class  on  the  basis  of  one 
or  two  half  days  per  v/eek.  Furthermore,  some  children  are  so  disturbed  that 
they  do  not  even  attend  the  day  maladjusted  class.  I am  sure  that  there  is  a 
need  of  a day  hospital  facility  for  children  where  the  children  could  be  under 
constant  supervision  and  treatment'  for  a long  period.  Attention' wa3  drawn  to 
this  need  in  last  year's  report. 

The  pattern^ of  co-operation  described  in  last  year's  report  whereby  case 
conferences  took  place  regularly  at  the  Assessment  Class  and  the  Delicate  Unit 
has  continued.  Weekly  case  conferences  have  taken  place  either  at  Trehafod 
or  the  Central  Clinic  which  have  been  regarded  as  training  opportunities  for 
all  parties  concerned.  Very  often  students  from  social  work  courses  or 
educational  psychologist  courses  have  been  able  to  participate  in  these 
conferences. 
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DEAFNESS  IN  CHILDREN 


A large  number  of  children  were  referred  to  the  Audiology  Clinio  during 
1970,  suffering  from  varying  degrees  of  deafness  due  to  secretory  otitis 
media*  Those  with  slight  deafness  were  examined  at  regular  intervals 
until  their  hearing  had  improved,  while  those  with  more  severe  degrees 
of  deafness  were  referred  to  an  Ear  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  for  treat- 
ment* This  type  of  deafness  is  a common  cause  of  educational  failure  and 
often  goes  unrecognised  because  of  its  intermittent  and  variable  nature* 

Every  effort  is  made  to  oontaot  the  Head  Teachers  so  that  a child  suffering 
from  moderate  or  severe  deafness  may  be  placed  in  a favourable  position  in 
class  while  he  or  she  is  awaiting  hospital  treatment. 

There  is  a much  smaller  group  of  children  who  suffer  from  deafness  of  a 
permanent  nature.  Some  of  these  children  are  able  to  manage  in  ordinary 
schools  with  the  help  of  hearing  aids,  while  others  need  to  be  educated  in 
special  schools.  The  profoundly  deaf  are  transferred  to  residential  sohools 
as  there  is  no  provision  for  the  education  of  these  children  in  Swansea. 

Partially-hearing  children  who  hav9  not  attained  the  age  of  five  years  are 

visited  regularly  by  a peripatetic  teacher  of  the  deaf.  Her  visits  commence 

as  soon  as  the  hearing  deficit  is  detected  and  this  may  be  as  early  as  six 

months  of  age. 

If  at  five  years  of  age  a parti aily-he aring  child  has  not  acquired  sufficient 
speech  and  language  to  manage  in  an  ordinary  school,  he  or  she  vail  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  Unit  for  Partially  Deaf  Children  attached  to  Waun  Wen  Primary 

School.  The  staff  of  the  Unit  oonsists  of  two  qualified  teachers  of  the 
deaf  and  one  nursery  assistant.  The  children  are  transported  to  and  from 
school  each  day  by  means  of  minibuses. 

In  1970,  a Unit  for  Partially  Hearing  Children  of  eleven  years  of  age  and  over 

was  established  at  Olchfa  Comprehensive  School  with  a qualified  teacher  of 
the  deaf  in  charge.  Unfortunately,  the  teaoher  left  the  City  in  July  1970 
and  he  has  not  yet  been  replaced.

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GRANGE  UNIT  FOR  DELI CATS  CHILDREN 


The  Unit  is  housed  in  a speoial  building  situated  in  the  grounds  of 
Grange  Primary  School.  It  consists  of  two  classrooms,  cloakroom  and 
toilet  facilities,  a medical  room  and  a staff  room.  The  staff  consists 
of  two  teachers  experienced  in  the  care  of  delicate  children. 

The  function  of  the  Unit  is  to  provide  full-time  education  for  those 
children  between  the  ages  of  5 years  and  eleven  years  who  are  unable  to 
attend  ordinary  schools  because  of  permanent  or  temporary  physical 
defects. 

The  main  defects  from  which  these  children  suffer  are  severe  bronchial 
asthma,  recurrent  chest  infections,  congenital  or  rheumatic  heart  disease, 
kidney  disease  or  epilepsy.  Some  of  the  children  come  from  unsatisfactory 
homes  v/here  the  general  standard  of  care  is  poor. 

The  Unit  also  provides  a certain  number  of  plaoes  for  ohildren  who  suffer 
from  emotional  difficulties  or  maladjustment.  These  children  are  referred 
for  admission  to  the  Unit  by  the  Child  Guidance  Department. 

The  children  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in  physical  activities  according 
to  their  individual  capacities  and  they  also  integrate  with  the  children 
in  the  ordinary  school  for  selected  activities. 

Transport  by  minibus  is  provided  to  and  from  school  for  each  child. 


MORFYDD  HOUSE  SPECIAL  SCHOOL 


Morfydd  House  Special  School  provides  full-time  education  for  physioally 
handicapped  ohildren  who  are  unable  to  attend  ordinary  school. 

These  children  suffer  from  a variety  of  handicaps,  the  major  ones  being 
cerebral  palsy,  muscular  dystrophy,  congenital  scoliosis,  hydrooephalus 
and  spina  bifida. 

In  addition  to  those  with  permanent  handicaps,  there  are  children  suffering 
from  handicaps  of  a more  temporary  nature,  such  as  Perthe’s  Disease  of  the 
hip.  These  children  will  eventually  return  to  ordinary  school  on  the  com- 
pletion of  their  treatment. 

The  staff  consists  of  a Headteacher,  two  Assistant  Teachers  and  two  helpers 
who  act  as  guides  on  the  ambulances  which  transport  the  children  to  and 
from  school. 

A Physiotherapist  and  a Speech  Therapist  hold  weekly  sessions  at  the 
school. 
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SPECIAL  ASSESSMENT  UNIT  AT  CLWYD  SCHOOL 


The  children  attending  the  Assessment  Unit  present  a wide  range  of  delayed 
development  learning  and  or  emotional  difficulties,  some  because  of  ante- 
natal or  p;re-natal  'risk'  factor,  others  because  of  illness  or  accident. 

The  children  stay  usually  for  two  years  or  less  and  on  reaching  the  age  of 
seven  the  majority  are  transferred  to  Maytree  Junior  E.S.N.  school.  One 
child  went  to  the  Unit  for  delicate  children,  while  another  was  transferred 
to  the  Unit  for  partially  sighted  children. 

So  far  no  child  has  been  found  suitable  to  return  to  an  ordinary  school 
although  it  is  thought  possible  that  one  or  two  children  might  be  so  found 
after  a period  of  attendance  at  the  Junior  E.S.N.  school. 

In  the  summer  of  1970  a boy  showing  some  feature  of  infantile  autism  v/as 
admitted  from  an  Assessment  Unit  in  Glamorgan  and  is  beginning  to  show 
some  progress. 

He  is  one  of  several  children  with  difficulties  of,  communication  who  attend 
regularly  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

With  regard  to  the  building  much  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  heating 
the  classrooms  used  by  the  Assessment  Unit. 

At  some  time  in  the  near  future  when  a new  classroom  at  Maytree  Junior  E.S.N. 
school  which  is  now  being  built  is  complete,  the  E.S.N.  class  at  Clwyd  will  be 
transferred  there. 


THE  E.S.N.  SCHOOLS 


Children  are  admitted  to  Maytree  Junior  E.S.N.  school  from  the  E.S.N.  class 
at  Clwyd  Assessment  Unit  as  well  as  those  children  with  learning  difficulties 
who  have  attended  a primary  school. 

At  present  there  are  about  110  children  on  the  school  register  all  of  whom 
are  educationally  subnormal  with  one  exception,  a boy  of  9 with  a severe 
dysarthria  whom  it  is  hoped,  will  ultimately  attend  Moor 'House  School  in 
Surrey. 

A parent  teacher  association  was  formed  last  Autumn  and  appears  an  active  one. 

At  the  age  of  eleven  most  children  who  attend  the  Junior  E.S.N.  school  at 
Maytree  are  transferred  to  the  Senior  E.S.N.  school  at  Pen-y-Bryn,  an  old 
building  which  has  been  used  as  a Special  School  for  about  15  years. 

Hiis  school  is  scheduled  for  rebuilding  at  some  future  date,  the  need  for 
which  is  apparent  and  urgent. 

Here,  as  in  Maytree,  the  classes  are  small  giving  more  opportunity  for 
individual  attention. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


In  January  1970,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  announced  the 
availability  of  a live  attenuated  rubella  virus  vaccine  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
The  Medical  Research  Council  was  then  engaged  in  studies  on  the  use  of  the 
vaccine. 

U.S.A.  experience  indicated  that  antibody  following  vaccination  persists  for 
at  least  three  years  without  significant  fall  in  titre. 

Reactions  so  far  had  been  frequent  and  mild* 

In  July,  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  advice  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  asked  all  local  health  authorities  to  offer, 
under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  vaccination  against 
rubella  to  all  girls  between  their  eleventh  and  fourteenth  birthdays.  The 
vaccine  was  distributed  free  of  charge  to  Local  Authorities  for  vaccinating 
all  those  girls  in  their  fourteenth  year.  Thereafter  (from  31st  March  1971 ) 
the  vaccine  would  have  to  be  purchased  through  normal  commercial  channels. 

Vaccination  of  patients  suffering  from  any  febrile  illness  was  contraindicated. 
Other  contraindications  are:- 

Pregnancy 

Malignant  conditions  such  as  leukaemia  or  Hodgkin's  disease. 
Hypogammoglobulipaemia  and  other  immunological  deficiency  states. 

Cortico-  steroid  or  immuno  suppressive  treatment.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer's  contribution 
to  this  report  that  positive  efforts  are  being  made  by  this  Department 
in  the  field  of  Dental  Health  Education. 

So  far  as  Health  Education  in  general  is  concerned  the  picture  is  rather 
a negative  one.  We  have  always  given  help  quite  readily  in  this  con- 
nection when  it  is  sought  by  the  teaching  staff-but  are  seldom  asked. 

In  1-lay,  however,  one  County  Secondary  School  requested  our  co-operation 
in  the  organisation  of  a course  for  School  Leavers  on  Public  and  Personal 
Health  and,  in  addition  to  interest  visits,  a forum  of  a medical  officer 
a health  visitor  and  an  administrator  met  and  talked  with  several  parties 
of  pupils  at  our  new  Central  Clinic.  The  youngsters  were  very  interested 
and  appreciative  and  one  feels  not  only  that  this  affair  was  worth  while 
but  also  that  similar  and  improved  facilities  could  be  offered  to  other 
pupils. 

In  Hammersmith,  there  is  a permanent  health  education  exhibition  which 
forms  a focal  point  for  health  education  which  is  visited  by  five-hundred-* 
pupils  a week.  I am  sure  that  a similar  service  if  set  up  in  Swansea 
would  be  of  tremendous  value. 

Despite.  pr0gress  in  education  method  and  improvement  in  communication 
techniques  there  is  still  an  abysmal  ignorance  of  health  matters  amongst 
young  and  old  people.  At  the  same  time  there  is  no  doubt  that  people  are 
fascinated  by  disease,  its  cause  and  its  effect  - so  that  properly  presented, 
health  education  projects  dan  make  effective  impact. 

Other  help  that  the  department  might  offer  with  advantage  is  a loan  service 
of  up-to-date  visual  and  other  teaching  aids  for  use  by  teachers  in  schools. 

Some  education  authorities  have  schemes  for  the  provision  of  education  in 
personal  relationships  which  must  be  of  considerable  assistance  especially 
to  young  people  about  to  leave  school  and  possibly  marry  within  a very  short 
time. 
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
